Is Your Castle? 


YOUR CASTLE? 


Three centuries ago, an Eng­ 
lish judge proclaimed that “a 
m an’s house is his castle.” 


Almost 
two centuries 
ago. 
the Fourth Amendment to the 
Constitution forbade any ‘•un­ 
reasonable search” of a pri­ 
vate dwelling. 


And today, the safety of a 
person's 
house 
from govern­ 
mental intrusion still ranks as 
one of the most distinctive hall­ 
marks of a free land. 


But which ••house’ is the 
law talking about'

Obiiously it means a house 
that you own uiid live in. And 
it includes a house or apart­ 
ment that you occupy as a 
tenant. 


Summer cottage'.’ House trail­ 
er'.’ Hotel room'.' All these too, 
since they are places of dwell­ 
ing, ordinarily share the con­ 
stitutional 
guarantee of pii- 
vacy. 


The 
ijroteciion 
may 
also 
reach beyond the house itself. 
Courts have held it to include 
a hou.seholder's adjacent garage 
and a farm er's nearby barn. In 
both cases, the courts lelt that 
the constitutional shelter should 
cover 
all 
areas 
reasonably 
w'ithin the ambit of family life. 


Does this mean that the home 
is a pi-i\'ileged sanctuary lor 
crime'.’ Not at all. A house may 
indeed be searched under prop­ 
er circumstances— lor example, 
if the police first obtain a w ar­ 
rant, or are in the process of 
making a lawful arrest.

Roy called out to his par­ 
ents al 10 p.m. one night that 
he was bleeding into his right 
knee. His parents took him to 
the 
nearest 
hospital 
where 
they arrived at 10:55. A resi­ 
dent 
doctor 
was 
summoned 
and he said that plasma would 
have to be given. It was then 
11:25. When all the prepara­ 
tions had been made, the plas­ 
ma 
given 
and 
the 
bleeding 
stopped, it was 12:45 a.m. Roy 
was admitted to the hospital 
w here he spent the next 10 
days thereby missing a week 
and a half of school. 


Joe felt a sim ilar hem orr­ 
hage coming on one night after 
he had gone to bed. His par­ 
ents. who had been taught how 
to give plasma at home did so 
promptly. Ice bags and pres­ 
sures were applied to the knee 
and to the injection site. The 
parents got a good night’s sleep 
and Joe was able to go to school 
the next morning 
with less 
damage to his knee than w^as 
suffered by Roy. 


The Michael Reese Hospital 
in Chicago has a hemophilia 
clinic that encourages this type 
of home treatm ent. The only 
requirem ent is that the parents 
notify them every time they 
give the plasma. Sim ilar clinics 
in other cities are using this 
treatm ent. 


A great deal of damage is 
done by giving pain killers con­ 
taining aspirin to boys like Joe 
and Roy when they have these 
episodes involving their joints. 
Aspirin not only causes bleed­ 
ing in the digestive tract — it 
also 
increases 
the 
bleeding 
time. This is often a decisive 
factor in producing deformity. 
Sodium 
salicylate, 
although 
closely related to aspirin, does 
not do this. 


With modern treatm ent, in­ 
cluding the newer concentrated 
antihemophilic 
globulins, 
no 
bleeder should develop deform ­ 
ed joints. 


Q <— O ur son, 7, has been 
having bowel movements that

white to green. Only rarely are 
they normal. Our doctor doesn’t 
seem to be concerned. W hat 
would you advise? 


A — If tests show that your 
son’s liver function is normal 
there is no need to worry.
